LYNCHED IN HIS CELL

Mysterious Death of a Young Negro In
a Texas Jail.

Chicago, Sept. 1. A dispatch to the
Inter Ocean from Wcimer, Tex., says:

"'While incarcerated in jail Oscarl.ee
Tucker, a seventeen-year-ol- negro, un-

der arrest for attempted assault, has
beeu mysteriously lynched. The oili-cial- s

are unable to determine just when
or how tbe act was committed.

"Minnie Schultz, the nineteen-year-ol-

daughter of a wealthy farmer, was
attacked by Tucker. He was arrested
soon afterward and placed in jail.
Three hours later, when the oilieors
went to the cell to take the prisoner
into court, they found him hanging by
his neck, dead.

"The cage had not been broken into,
but lie had forty feet 'of rope around
bis neck, and his head was drawn up to
a hole in tbe cell about eight inches in
width and not over four feet from the
floor, used to pass food through to the
prisoners. His feet were tied close to
bis body with cords. There is no clew
to the perpetrators of the crime."
